AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  HANDEL  AND 
HAYDN  SOCIETY. 

Section  1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  same,  That  Thomas  Smith  Webb,  Amasa  Winchester,  Na- 
thaniel Tucker,  and  Matthew  Stanley  Parker,  together  with  such 
as  may  become  associated  with  them,  and  their  successors,  be,  and 
they  hereby  are  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
ration, for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  knowledge  and  improving 
the  style  of  performance  of  Church  Music,  by  the  name  of  the 
Handel  and  Haydn  Society  ;  and  by  that  name  they  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  at  pleasure  alter, 
and  be  entitled  to  all  the  powers  and  privileges  incident  to  aggre- 
gate corporations. 

Sect.  2.  Beit  further  enacted,  That  the  SB.idCoTi^OTa.tionsha\\, 
at  their  first,  or  some  subsequent  meeting,  chose  a  President, 
Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  said  Corporation 
and  its  property.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  make  standing 
rules  or  by-laws,  for  prescribing  the  terms  of  office,  and  duties  of 
their  officers,  for  regulating  the  terms  on  which  persons  may  be 
admitted  and  continue  members  of  the  Corporation,  and  generally 
for  the  regulation  of  their  affairs. 

Sect.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  Corporation  shall 
be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  real  estate,  not  exceeding  the 
value  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  estate,  not  exceed- 
ing the  value  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which  estate  shall  never  be 
divided  among  the  members  of  the  Corporation,  but  shall  descend 
to  their  successors,  subject  only  to  the  payment  of  the  just  debts 
to  be  incurred  by  said  Corporation. 

Sect.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  Thomas  Smith  "Webb 
sliali  ha«ve4)owti  to"  ^ajll  the  £ist  jneejLi^u^O/'  sHid  .Corporation,  by 
ap'pbili.tin^  jv  tiiae'.aMd' place  the'^e/or,jatiu;g)lvi|ig  notice  thereof  to 
tha  otter 'p'epsdno  Uacnsd-and'iilcorperatfccl  by  this'  act.

Article  1.     The  Government  of  the  Soci- Governments 
ety  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-President-      '^^  *^' 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  Librarian,  and  eight  Di- 
rectors, who  shall  together  constitute  a  board 
of  managment,  denominated  **  The  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Handel  and  Haydn  Society." 

Art.  2.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  for  the  choice  of  officers  and 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  on  the  last 
Monday  of  May.  The  election  of  officers  shall 
be  by  ballot,  and  all  the  Directors  may  be 
voted  for  on  one  ticket ;  but  no  person  shall 
serve  as  a  Director  for  more  than  three  years 
in  succession.  In  case  the  Society  should  fail  Vacanciea- 
to  choose  all  or  either  of  its  officers  on  the 
aforesaid  evening,  the  meeting  may  be  ad- 
journed from  time  to  time  until  such  election 
is  completed ;  provided,  however,  that  no  more 
than  ten  days  shall  intervene  from  one  adjourn- 
ment to  another.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in 
the  Board  of  Directors  by  death,  resignation, 
or  otherwise,  may  be  filled  by  the  Society  at 
any  business  meeting  —  notice  that  such  va-

cancy  is  to  be  filled  being  advertised  in  the 
same  manner  as  herein  provided  for  calling 
special  meetings. 
Quorum.  ^RT.  3.  Twenty  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  of  the  Society,  and  be  competent  to 
transact  business. 

Art.  4.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  At  all  meetings  for  the  perform- 
ance of  music  the  President  may  conduct  the 
same,  or  a  suitable  musical  director  may  be 
appointed,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  (or  of  the 
Secretary,  if  the  President  shall  so  elect,)  to 
make  a  report  in  writing,  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing, of  the  operations  of  the  Society  for  the 
preceding  year,  adding  such  suggestions  and 
comments  as  the  best  interests  of  the  Society 
shall  seem  to  require. 

Art.  5.  In  the  absence  of  the  President, 
the  Vice-President  shall  perform  his  duties; 
and  in  the  absence  of  both  these  ofiicers,  the 
senior  Director  present  shall  succeed  to  the 
same  duties. 

Art.  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  su- 
perintend the  prudential  concerns  of  the  Soci- 
ety ;  they  shall  have  power  to  judge  of  the 
qualifications  of  candidates ;  to  select  music  for 
performance ;  to  provide  suitable  accomoda- 
tions for  the  Society  ;  to  remit  any  arrearages 
due  by  members,  when  in  their  opinion  the 
circumstances  of  i^uch  members  require  it,  or 
the  best  interests  of  the  Society  will  be  pro- 
moted thereby  ;  to  transfer  annually  such  por-

tion  of  the  surplus  earnings  of  the  Society  as 
may  not  be  needed  for  the  current  expenses  of 
the  year,  to  the  custody  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Permanent  Fund  for  investment,  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  of  said  Trust  as  set  forth 
in  the  indenture  dated  May  28,  1866;  and 
generally  to  transact,  manage,  and  direct  every- 
thing which  the  interests  of  the  Society  may 
in  their  judgment  demand,  which  is  not  espe- 
cially provided  for  in  these  articles.  It  shall 
be  their  dutv  to  assemble  together  as  often  as 
occasion  may  require,  and  the  necessary  ex- 
penses incurred  at  such  meetings  shall  be  de- 
frayed from  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

Art.  7.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  and  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  ;  give  all  necessary  notices 
of  meetings ;  receive  all  moneys,  and  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  Treasurer  ;  and,  win  n  re- 
quired by  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  report 
the  amount  of  payments. 

Art.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge 
of  the  Society's  Funds ;  and,  whenever  re- 
quired, shall  render  an  account  to  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  all  moneys  received,  and  of  the 
state  of  the  Treasury.  He  shall,  at  the  annual 
meeting,  make  a  report  of  his  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, as  Treasurer,  which  roport,  duly 
audited,  shall  be  placed  on  the  files  of  the 
Secretary. 

Art.  9.  The  duty  of  the  Librarian  shall 
be,  to  make  and  keep  in  a  suitable  book,  a 
catalogue  of  the  music  and  musical  instruments 
belonging  to  the  Society,  and  to  have  the  gen-

eral  care  and  superintendence  of  the  Library. 
He  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society, 
make  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  property 
under  his  care  belonging  to  the  Society. 
Assessments  Akt.  10.  The  right  to  assess  or  tax  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  for  any  purpose  whatever, 
shall  rest  exclusively  with  the  Society;  and 
the  Board  of  Directors  shall  in  no  case  exer- 
cise this  power,  unless  authorized  so  to  do  by 
a  special  resolution  of  the  Society. 

Art.  11.  Public  performances  of  sacred 
music  may  be  given  whenever  the  Board^  of 
Directors  shall  determine ;  and  the  proceeds 
arising  from  the  sale  of  tickets  of  admission  to 
such  concerts  shall  be  appropriated,  so  far  as 
required,  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  So- 
ciety. 

Art.  12.  Meetings  of  the  Society  for  busi- 
ness shall  be  holden  \yhenever  deemed  expe- 
dient by  the  President,  or  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Directors ;  and  whenever  twenty  or 
more  members  shall  make  request  in  writing 
therefor,  such  meeting  shall  be  ordered  by  the 
Board.  Special  meetings,  for  the  practice  of 
music,  shall  also  be  holden  whenever  the 
Board  shall  direct,  at  which  meetings  the  roll 
of  the  Society  may  be  called,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  notice  of  such  business  and  special 
meetings  shall  be  given,  by  publication  in  two 
or  more  daily  newspapers.  There  shall  be 
weekly  meetings  for  the  practice  of  music,  ex- 
cept in  the  months  of  May,  June,  July,  Au- 
gust, and  September,  provided,  however,  that 
one  or  more  of  the  weekly  meetings  may  be

DEED    OF    TRUST 

CREATING    A    PERMANENT    FUND. 

— -*-Hig!f^^- — 

This  Agreement,  made  this  28th  day  of  May,  A.D.  1866,  by 
md  between  the  Handel  and  Haydn  Society,  a  Corporation 
reated  by  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  of  the  one  part,  and  J.  Baxter  Upham  and 
Tohn  P.  Putnam  of  Boston,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  and 
S'athaniel  Harris,  of  Brookline,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  in 
aid  Commonwealth, — of  the  second  part,  witnesseth. 

That,  whereas  the  said  Corporation  is  desirous  of  creating, 
or  its  benefit,  a  "  Permanent  Fund,"  the  foundation  of  which 
shall  be  the  net  proceeds  from  the  Great  Festival  of  May, 
1865, — to  be  increased  from  the  profits  of  future  concerts  and 
festivals,  and  from  the  donations  and  legacies  of  their  friends 
and  patrons,  or  otherwise ; 

And,  whereas  the  parties  of  the  second  part  have  agreed  to 
hold  the  said  fund,  with  its  future  income  and  increase,  for 
^he  benefit  of  the  said  Corporation,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
specified ; 

Now,  therefore,  the  said  Corporation  do  hereby  give  and 
transfer  to  the  said  Upham,  Putnam,  and  Harris,  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  being  the  net  proceeds,  to  the  Society, 
of  said  Festival,  and  its  increase  up  to  the  present  time,  to  be 
'held  by  them,  the  said  Upham,  Putnam  and  Harris,  and  their 
successors,  in  Trust  for  the  following  uses  and  purposes, 
to  wit : — 

1st.  They  shall  invest  and,  at  their  discretion,  sell  and  re- 
avest  the  said  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  in  such  manner 
id  at  such  times  as  they  shall  deem  judicious. 

2d.  They  shall  pay  over  the  annual  income  from  said  Fund 
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to  the  said  Corporation,  if  the  said  Corporation  shall  notify 
them  in  writing,  ten  days,  at  least,  before  the  date  of  their 
annual  meeting  in  each  year,  of  their  wish  so  to  receive  it, 
and  a  majority  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  shall  assent  there- 
to; otherwise,  they  shall  add  such  income,  from  year  to  year, 
to  the  '•  Permanent  Fund,"  and  shall  invest  it  and  re-invest  it, 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  above  provided  in  reference  to  the 
principal. 

3d.  They  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  invest  and  re-invest, 
and  dispose  of  the  income  of  any  future  contributions  to  the 
said  "  Permanent  Fund,"  which  shall  be  made  from  time  to 
time  by  the  said  Society,  by  donations  from  its  friends  and 
patrons,  by  legacies  or  otherwise. 

4th.  They  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  said  Corpora- 
tion, at  its  annual  meeting,  of  the  condition  of  said  *'  Fund," 
with  such  details  as  to  its  management  as  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  direct,  and  shall  give  bonds  in  a  sufficient  sum  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  if  so  requested  by  the 
Goveimment  of  the  Society. 

5th.  The  President  of  the  said  Corporation,  for  the  time 
being,  shall,  at  all  times,  be  one  of  the  said  Trustees,  and  the 
said  J.  Baxter  Upham,  the  now  President  of  the  Corporation, 
shall  continue  one  of  said  Trustees,  so  long  as  he  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  such  President;  and  whenever  he  shall  cease  to 
be  such  President,  his  duties  and  obligations,  as  one  of  the 
said  Trustees  shall  cease ;  and  whoever  shall  be  chosen  in  his 
place  as  President  of  the  said  Corporation,  shall  be  his  suc- 
cessor in  said  Trust,  and  shall  continue  such  until  another 
shall  be  chosen  such  President,  and  so  on,  so  long  as  this 
Trust  shall  exist. 

6th.  During  the  time  that  any  vacancy  exists  in  the  board 
of  Trustees,  the  remaining  Trustee  or  Trustees  shall  have  the 
same  power  as  though  the  board  was  full. 

7th.  This  trust  shall  continue  until  such  time  as  the  said 
Corporation,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  its  Board  of  Trustees, 
for  the  time  being,  and  a  majority  of  the  Trustees  of  the  "  Per- 
manent Fund,"  shall  revoke  it,  and  in  such  event,  the  said 
Trustees  shall  transfer  and  convey  to  the  said  Corporation  all 
the  property,  of  every  kind,  held  by  them  in  trust:  the  same 
to  be  thereafter  held  by  the  said  Corporation  absolutely, — for 
its  own  use  and  benefit, — free  and  discharged  from  all  trusts, 
provided  that,  in  no  case,  shall  this  fund  ever  be  divided 
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among  the  members  of  the  said  Corporation, — and  by  such 
action  the  said  Trustees,  and  each  of  them,  shall  be  released 
and  discharged  from  all  further  duties  or  liabilities  in  the 
premises. 

8th.  And  the  said  Trustees,  parties  of  the  second  part, 
hereby  signify  their  acceptance  of  said  Trust,  and  hereby 
agree  with  said  Corporation  to  discharge  all  their  duties  and 
obligations  herein  contained,  to  the  best  of  their  judgment 
and  discretion,  being  responsible  only,  each  one,  for  his  own 
wilful  neglect,  and  not  for  the  default  or  neglect  of  either 
of  his  associates. 

In  Testimony  of  all  which  the  said  parties  have  hereto  set 
their  hands  and  seals  the  day  and  year  first  above  written, 
the  said  Corporation  acting  herein  by  Loring  B.  Barnes,  its 
Secretary,  thereto  duly  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  Corpora- 
tion.

A  large  portion  of  the  above  list,  either  in  vocal 
score  or  separate  vocal  parts,  with  orchestral  accom- 
paniments in  full,  are  sufficient  in  number  for  a  cho- 
rus of  six  hundred  voices  and  an  orchestra  of  one 
hundred  musicians  ;  while  a  smaller  number  of  the 
works  named  would  require  large  additions  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  Society  in  its  present  enlarged 
condition.
